Washington, December  13.—(Special.)— 
President Cleveland was never so much 
embarrassed in all his eventful life as he 
has been over the Hawaiian embroglio. No 
one realizes better than he that he has 
made a lamentable error. He feels that the 
great mass of the American people are 
against him. His own party leaders in 
congress tell him plainly that they cannot 
defend his course from the assaults made 
upon it by republicans. Mr. Cleveland has 
taken the back track, but he wants to get 
out of this matter as gracefully as possi- 
ble. In the next few days he will send a 
message to congress trunsmitting ai! the 
papers in the case. Hevis confident now 
that Minister Willis will not act in ac- 
corganee with the previous. instructions, 
and that he will receive the letter of in- 
Structions to hands-off in Hawaiian mat- 
ters in time to save the honor of the ad- 
ministration. Mr. Cleveland, realizing that 
his poiicy for the resioration of the queen 
could not be accomplisked without resort 
to arms, and realizing that he acted un- 
wisely, will now submit the entire matter 
to congress in order that it may solve the 
problern. ’ 

Thus, after Mr. Willis receives the second 
batch of instructions, this government will 
in part be relieved from its embarrassment, 
and matters will stand just as they did 
six months ago, so far as the government 
is concerned. The probability is that con- 
gress will take exactly the opposite course 
from that which Mr. Cleveland at first 
anose. Congress is in favor of ngn- 
interference in Hawalian matters, and of 
allowing the Hawaiian people to settle their 
own difficulties. The majority of members 
of congress are, however, in favor of the 
Monroe doctrine. They are not in favor, 
nor will this government submit to English 
interference with the affairs of the island.

Theat would be an act of 
war and he did not believe the president 
contemplated any such thing. 
Will Caucos Next Week. 

Though the tariff bill is completed, it will 
probably not be reported to the housesuntil 
Monday or later. Mr. Wilson, the chair- 
man of the committee, has not completed 
his report. Though a petition has been 
presented to Chairman Holman, of the 
caucus committee for a caucus, the call 
will not be issued until the bill is reported 
to the house. Notwithstanding reports to 
the contrary, there will be no organized 
effort to amend the bill. That is, no combi- 
nations have been formed. The sentiment 
of democrats generally is that there should 
be a full and free discussion of the bill in 
caucus, and that when the caucus con- 
cludes-its sitting, every democrat shoulda 
vote for its passage. Leading democraig 
do not want the caucus to be called until 
the internal revenue bill is completed. 
Then the entire question of raising revenue 
as well as reducing the tariff can be con- 
sidered. The caucus will probably not be 
until the latter part of next week. 

Silver Is Very Live Yet. 

The administration is determined to hold 
silver down if that be possible. Mr. Cleve- 
land is fearful of the rise of this shost. 
He has every way carefully guarded to 
prevent its rise. Fearing that the com- 
mittee on coinage of the house would re- 
port a free-coinage bill, Mr. Cleveland has 
recently been conferring with the cuckoos 
of the house, and has them on guard to 
prevent the report of such a bill. He may 
hold it down for a time, but silver will 
surely rise again. The house com- 
mittee on coinage met this morn- 
ing and discussed the question 
of reporting a free-coinage bill. To the sur- 
prise of many members of the committee, 
Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, who has always 
been recognized as a free-coinage man, 
and has so voted heretofore, made a state- 
ment to the effect that he was tired of 
this business of repeatedly endeavoring to 
make a record on the silver question. He 
felt certain that, even if a bill were re- 
ported, the house would not adopt it, and 
he thought it/\seless for the committee to 
bring in a billNof this character all the 
tfne simply for the purpose of keeping up 
its record. In view of Mr. Kilgore’s hos- 
tility at this time, no vote was taken, and 
the matter was allowed to ZO over until 
the second Wednesday in January. The 
free-coinage men of the committee are de- 
termined to force a vote in the committee 
and then report a bill. They wiil then de- 
mand that the howe act upon it just ag 
soon as the tariff is disposed of. Mr, Bland, 
Mr. Bankhead and other leading members 
of the committee, are determined that men 
who declare themselves in favor of Silver 
shall be given an opportunity to vote on 
tke question, unfettered by other issues 
They believe they are responsible to the 
people and not to the president. They be- 
lieve the time will come when a free-coin- 
age bill will be put through both houses 
of congress, and the responsibility of sign- 
ing or vetoing it placed upon the president. 

Why Ad Valorem Duties? 

“Why did we adopt the ad valorem in- 
stead of specific duties in the new tariff 
bill?” repeated Judge Montgomery 
of Kentucky, a member of io 
ways and means committee, in 
response to a question today. “Because ad 
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valorem duties are the only just duties.’ 


Take, for instance, clothing. Under ad ya)- 
orem duties the tax on a $2 suit of clothes 
is only half what it is on a $40 suit. Under 
the McKinley iaw in force at present,where 
in most cases the duties are specific, a fine 
article is admitted at the san st as a 
cheap cne. This is discrimination in favor 
of’the rich as against the poor. The poor 
man who buys the cheap article should not 
have to pay a8 much on this as the rich 
man who buys the expensive article. While 
ot 
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| ad valorem duties throw open the doors to 
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a certain extent to false swearing you can- 
and guard entirely against fraud, but there 
will not be neariy su much as enemies of 
this form of taxation predict. Ad valorem 
cuties are tne only just duties, consequent- 
ly the schedules were arranged tnis way.’”’

DETERMINED ON REPEAL. 


The Democrats Will Take the Tax Off 
State Hanks and Tax Incomes. 


Washington, December  13.—(Special.)— 
Notwithstanding Mr. Cleveland’s implied 
opposition to the repeal of the state bank 
tax, a majority of the democratic members 
of the house are determined to pu&h it to 
the front and adopt it. They are beginning 
to believe that it can be adopted and the 
pledges of the platform redeemed. ‘It is 
true it will take a hard fight and it must be 
well planned and weil managed to over- 
throw the opposition sure to be leveled upon 
it. But the leading advocates of the meas- 
ure are the strongest men in the house. 
They are men who generally gucceed and 
who should succeed in this, regardless of ad- 
ministration opposition. Though Mr. Cleve- 
land be against it he would uot veto such 
a measure. 

Mr. U. S. Hall, of Missouri, is displaying 
much interest in the repeal of the state 
bank tax and the adoption of an income 
tax. 

Though a new member Mr. Hall is one of 
the strong men of the house. He is a hard 
student and a practical man. Mr. Hall was 
for several years president of the farmers’ 
alliance of bis state, theugn he always 
fou¢cht the subtreasury and other vagaries 
of the order edopted in the St. Touis and 
Ocala platforms. He is indeed an eminently 
practical man. 

Mr. Hail is a member of the house com- 
mittee on bankine and currency, and he isa 
member of the subcommittee which is pre- 
paring a bill to repeal unconditionally the 
state bank tax. 

In answer to a question as to when his 
committee would report, he said: 

“There is no question in my mind but that 
the committee on banking and currency 
will report a bill in the very near future 
abolishing the tax on state banks. The fight 
we have had in that committee has been a 
very close one and a very hard one, and 
had it not been for the constant aid and 
assistance that the members of the com- 
mitte received from Speaker Crisp 
tnere would, in my judgment, have not been 
a bill reported by that committee. It is un- 
necessary to state that.such a measure is 
of first importance to the laboring and 
procucing masses of the country. : 

“Tre national banking®system was orig- 
inated for a purpose, towit: The floating 
of United States bonds at a time when They 
were being hawked about the market at a 
40 or 50 per cent discount. As a currency, 
national bank notes have been a signal and 
deplorable failure in the most important ele- 
ment of a valuable currency. The time this 
currency should have expanded to have met 
the increasing demands of trade it contrac- 
ted, for while the volume of circulation of 
national banks was at one time near $600,- 
000,000 at the time when the recent panic oc- 
curred the circulation was not in excess of 
$180, 960,000, showitne national bank currency 
to be a complete failure on that tnost im- 
portant element of flexibility. There is no 
question in my mind that a state bank cur- 
rency will create a flexible currency that 
wil expand and contract with the needs of 
trade and thereby to a great degree, at 
least, prevent the recurrence of panics. The 
arr-uments urged by the currency contrac- 
tors in congress that this would give rise to 
a wild cat currency is, in my opinion, with- 
out weight. For it must be recoliected that 
the national banking system itself is a copy 
of the state banking laws in existence prior 
to the war. 

The Georgia Law. 
“T have read the recent state bank law 


clined to think that it is a good law. and 
with one or two probably imnaterial excep- 
tions as good a state bank law as we have 
ever had in the United States. You cama 
say to your people that I believe this con- 
gress will repeal the tax on the state bank 
circulation.” ° 
An Income Tax. 

‘What do you think congress will do in 
regard to the passage of an income tax?” 

“My opinion is that the ways and means 
committee, when they bring in their report 
on the internal revenue feature of the tariff 
bill. will include in it an income tax. The 
president does not advocate a tax on cor- 
porations in his message. I notice that 
the press generally throuzhout the United 
States is under the impression that he does 
recommend a corporation tax, but such is 
not the case. He advocates a tax upon cer- 
tain corporate investments, while in the 
bill that I have drawn and upon which I 
made argument before the ways and means 
committee on the 8th of November, I advo- 
cate as the maximum subfect of taxation, a 
tax upon what I term funded investments, 
which the president covers by the words 
corporate investments. The reason why he 
advocates a tax on corporate investments 
is that the returns upon corporate invest- 
ments can be accurately obtained; the dis- 
bursing officer of the corporation making 
the return deducting from the incomes. of 
the stockholders and bondholders’ the 
amount of the income tax before their in- 
come is turned over to them. Therefore, 
the government holds the disbursing. officer 
of the corporation for the tax, thereby ob- 
viafing one of the great arguments urged 
against an income tax, that it puts a re- 
ward upon perjury and a punishment to 
honesty. But under the provisions of my 
bill for every 1 per cent of income tax there 
would be yielded to the government a net 
income of $37,500,000. And if they fixed the 
rate ‘at 5 per cent, which is the rate fixed 
in my bill, it wiil yield an f{ncome of $3187,- 
509.000 and thereby place upon the free list 
wool and woolen goods, cotton and cotton 
goods, coal and iron and steel and all of the 
other necessaries of life made from these 
valuable products. I believe that an income 
tax bill will be reported in the ways and 
means committee and that it will be car- 
ried through congress. 

Incomes That Are Exempted. 

“<Inder the provisions of my bill I exempt 
all incomes below $2,500, believing that th it 
sum was sufficient to provide people with 
the necessaries of life and not desiring 
to tax 2n income that weuld provide a man 
and. his family with those necessaries of 
life. ~The bill that I propose is a graduated 
income tax bill; not graduated upon the 
amount that a man makes, but upon the 
method by which he makes the amount. 
The man that receives an income, for in- 
stance, of $10,000 as his personal earnings 
would have his exemption of $2,500 deducted 
and the $7,500 left would be divided by two 
and a tax put upon $5,750, while if he re- 
ceived the $10,000 from funded investments 
or legacies or inheritance, or anything of 
that kind, he would be taxed 5 per cent of 
the whole amount, allowing no exemption. 
I term these two, to-wit: Funded invest- 
ments and personal earnings, the extreme 
poles of taxation under my bill, and he- 
tween those poles come the other subjects 
of taxation, such as money invested in 
business by a business'man, a tax on rea] 
estate, etc. It will therefore be seen that 
my bill is a graduated income tax bill. I do 
not believe it would be hardly just for me 
to mertion an income tax bill and my work 
in connection with it without stating the 
obligations I have been under to Speaker 
Crisp in helping me in this matter. He has

A FEMALE FRIEND HELD IN RESERVE 


She Js Expected to Tell of Private 
Marks on Him. 


SURROUNDED IN COURT BY LADIES 


Members of His Church Stick by Him, 
and Refuse to Believe ‘that He Is the 
Swiodler and Crook Charged. 


Jackso Tenn., Deresmer 13.—(Special.)— 
The gove..ment took uuother tack today in 
the famous trial of the United States vs. G. 
Ik’. B. Howard. After spending a few hours 
pf the morning session in identifying the 
correspondence of Ross, Moore and Leger, 
the New York witnesses were called. Ed- 
ward Piper lives at 227 Grand street and his 
mother rented rooms to the def~ndant as 
E. Ross, who was at the head of the Eu- 
ropean claim agency. Insall Ra‘mer, agent 
for the Merchants’ building, of New York, 
was calied and indentified the defendant as 
Ross, the head of the European claim 
agency. Several mail carriers were Called, 
who identified Howard as Ross, to whom 
trey delivered mail at various locations in 
New York city. 

Mrs. Piper, of 277 Grand street, New York, 
is hereand identified the defendant as Ross, 
the man to whom She rented rooms in which 
to conduct the European claim agency in 
New York. Today has been the most dam- 
aging of all to the defendant and he took 
it with poor grace. He is aciing in his own 

defense and is fighting every inch of the 
ground, 

The sensational witnesses expected to 
material.ze for the defense are now, ac- 
cording to the best authority, a certainty 
and are expected when he puts in his testi- 
mony. In the meantime, the government, 
by putting on the Néw York witnesses to- 
day, have clinched the proof thgt the de- 
fendant is Moore, Ross, Harris, Leger and 
Goodfellow and the most sanguine friends 
of the defendant have but little hopes for 
him. 

These dispatches seemed to be the first 
to break the news to the defendant that a 
female was to be put upon the stand who 
has a peculiar rignt to Know hira. This 
woman, it is understood, has one of the 
defendant's pictures, given her, and signed 
‘“Your’s truly, E. Ross.” It is also under- 
stood that the lady knows of a private 
mark which it is expected the defendant 
will be asked to show up. The lady is 
from New York, where it is averred that 
she met and knew the defendant intimate- 
ly. This witness will, no doubt, be called 
up tomorrow.

Stone, the Wrattan murderer, yesterday te- 
ceived a letter from his wife announcing 
the death of his sixteen-year-old daughter, 
who was a victim of consumption. At the 
time of the wholesale murder of the Wrat- 
tans it was thought that she could live only 
a few de2ys. 

Stone wrote a long letter to Nis dying 
daughter only a few days ago, telling her 
not to fear death and to prepare to meet 
him in hexven on February 16th, the time 
set for his execution. He expressed him- 
self as glad that there would be some one to 
meet him there on that day. 


GEORGE T. RICE FORGED NOTES, 


But His Friends Claim that His Mind 
Is Unbalanced. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 13.—Colonel 
George J. Rice, late contracting freight 
agent of the Cincinnati Southern railroad, 
in this city, and formerly president of a 
railroad terminating at Elmira, N. Y., was 
arrested here this afternoon on charges of 
forgery. 

He forged the name of prominent mer- 
chants to notes which he had discounted. 
Notes to nearly $3,000 have been found and 
no telling how many more are yet to hear 
from. His friends claim that his mind has 
been unbalanced for some time.

home here just before 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing of apoplexy. .He returned here last 
week from a brief trip north and Friday was 
attacked by what his physician said was 
bronchitis. He was unable to attend the 
elaborate special services which were he'd 
at Christ church Sunday, in commemoration 
of.the twentieth anniversary of his conse- 
cration as. bishop and he could take no part 
in the public reception at his residence 
Monday evening in honor of the same event 
when Bishops Yatson and Cheshire were 
present. Pray: s were offered for him Sun- 
day.

)REECREERS JUMP ON HER SEVERELY 


A Negro Member Raises His Voice 
Against the Biil. 


THE PHOSPHATE ROYALTY REDUCED 


An Unfavorabls Report Is Made on the 
Metropolitan Police Bill—If Passed 
It Would Lead to Civil War. 


Columbia, S. C., December 13.—(Special.)— 
There was an old-time caterwauling in the 
house today over the bill to redistrict the 
state and place Charleston in the district 
now represented in congress by the negro 
Murray. A merry little row between Blease, 
of Newberry, a reformer, and Weston, a 
Columbia conservative, was one of the in- 
cidents. 

Magill, of Abbeville, proclaimed his faith 
that the bill would insure seven instead of 
fix democratic congressmen to the state. 
Weston follbwed in a capital speech. He 
characterized the measure as “‘‘one to put 
Charleston in the black district,’’ and ap- 
pealed to the intelligence and fairness of 
the house not to wreak vengeance on 
Charleston merely because she had refused 
to send a certain party, meaning Allianceé- 
man J. W. Stokes, to congress. Hé came 
from a section of rich land, now in the 
black district, but he preferred to stay 
there rather than see Charleston with her 
glorious traditions disgraced by a negro in 
the national congress. One gentleman -had 
stated that her resources ard political ‘in- 
genuity could overcome the large negro 
majority that she would encounter, and he 
blushed for shame that such a sentiment 
should be expressed on the floor of the 
house. Resources and political ingenuity 
used to count in this state, but by the de- 
cision of the state canvassing board that 
the negro George Washington Murray was 
elected congressman from that district in 
the last election, notice had been served to 
the people that those days. were over. 
Murray had made the most bitter speeches 
against the south ever made in congress. 
He begged the members not to disgrace 
Charleston, the leading commercial city of 
the state, and to which the state owed so 
much. He had heard several reasons for 
the passage of this bill. Chief of these was 
the alleged opposition of Charleston to the 
dispensary law, but Charleston should not 
be singled out in preference to other places 
which were not less guilty, if her action 
could be called guilty. 

Charleston Must Be Punished. 

Mr. Watson, of Anderson, disagreed with 
Mr. Weston. He professed the highest re- 
spect for Charleston, and then gave away 
the whole snap by announcing that Char- 
leston was not inline with the democracy 
of the state. When the new regime took 
charge of affairs in 189%, the victors an- 
counced a platform, and the man who 
represented Charleston’s district in cén- 
gress was not on that platform, and did 
not represent the people of the district. 
The new regime had been denounced as 
populists, and his bosom swelled with in- 
dignation at the thought. If Columbia and 
Charleston would just come over and stand 
on the platform, ail would be well, and 
he would bid God-speed to anything that 
they might want. 

A Voice from the Blacks. 

Representative Rivers, the colored mem- 
ber from Beaufort, opposed the bill in a 
good speech. He said the colored man was 
here to stay. He had been put here by 
God, and he and the white man must live 
together. He appealed to the house to 
legislate for the benefit of the colored peo- 
ple in his section, for whose special benefit 
that district had been set apart. What 
was it proposed to do with the colored 
vote in that district? How was it to be 
overcome? The negroes had been quietly 
submissive to .everything imposed upon 
them, but the time was coming when for- 
bearance would be no virtue. The negroes 
wanted one congressman, and they had it 
under the present districting. The negroes 
of his district do not want the change, 
neither do the people of Charleston.- He 
appealed to the house not to take them out 
of the district, whereby they would lose all 
representation in congress. 

Mr. Blease got fiery in regard to the re- 
marks of Mr. Weston, construing that he 
had attacked the state board of canvass- 
ers, of which he, Blease, was a mem- 
ber. He repelled any insinuations that the 
board had acted dishonorably in regard to 
the seating of a negro in the seventh dis- 
trict last year. He — back the in- 
sinuation in the teeth of the author.’’ 

Mr. Weston appeared very cool and col- 
lected when he rose to reply to this. He 
said that he wanted the gentleman to un- 
derstand that insinuation was not his 
method, but that if he had anything to say 
dérogatory to the members of the board, 
he would have said so squarely and not by 
any innuendo. He left it to the house to 
judge whether he had attacked them. 

The speaker took a hand at this junc- 
ture, interrupting Mr. Weston and volun- 
tarily remarked to the house that he had 
heard nothing offensive in his 


to the board. 
Called an Assassin. 

Mr. Hill, a reformer from Abbeville, de- 
clared that when he saw the gentleman 
proclaim on the flooor of the house, as did 
the gentleman from Anderson, Watson, 
that in casting their votes against any sec- 
tion, that they are ever mindful of the 
best interests of the people to be affected 
thereby, he could not refrain from saying 
that he for one could pot be bamboozled 
by any such stuff. To say, as he did, that 
he had nothing but the kindest feelings 
for Charleston and would do nothing to 
cripple or injure her and then advoca/’ > 
putting her in the black district, suggested 
the assassin who smilingly takes the hand 
of nis victim while he thrusts the dagger 
to his heart. 

Mr. Watson rose to a question of personal 
privilege, stating that he had been attacked 
and called an assassin. He declared that 
he repreSented Anderson in the legislature 
and that he did not come there drawing 
an additional salary as an officer of the 
state.

KR. BLOUNT’S REPORT. 


The Republicans Attack It to Bolster 
Up Mr. Stevens. 


Washington, December 13.—The Hawaiian 
question was again the subject of animated 
and interesting discussion in the senate 
today. Mr. Blount’s report was character- 
ized as containing ‘‘not one line of unvar- 
nished truth,’’ by Mr. Frye, of Maine, while 
Mr. Vest, of Missouri, declared that while 
he was opposed to the annexation of the 
islands, the restoration of the queen by 
force would be an act of war. 

The resolution offered on Monday by Mr. 
Hoar, calling upon the president for further 
information in the Hawaiian matter, was 
finally referred to the committee on for- 
eign affairs. The senate also listened with 
the attention always accorded the venera- 
ble senator, to the tariff speech of Mr 
Morrill, of Vermont. 

Speaking on the Hawaiian Restoration 

Mr. Frye, speaking on the Hawaiian res- 
toration, said he did not rise for the pur- 
pose of discussing the Hawaiian question, 
as it seemed to him the senate was not in 
a condition for discussion. For an in- 
telligent. discussion it was absolutely neces- 
sary that there should be a further and 
complete official investigation of the facts 
and a report made to the senate. He ea- 
pressed the hope that the committee on 
foreign relations would make such investi- 
gation. Mr. Frye then turned to the Blount 
report. He did not Know how. far that 
report was before the senate, but it was 
before the country in its entirety and aiso 
before the house of representatives in its 
entirety. 

Eulogizing Mr. Stevens. 

Mr. Frye entered into a long eulogy of 
ex-Minister Stevens in which he said: 

“Mr. Stevens is paramount to Mr. Blount, 
and no president, not even Mr. Cleveland 
with all his power, can change that condi- 
tion. I thank heaven that no citizen of 
Maine ordered the flag hauled duwn, and 
I compliment the admiral who did haul it 
down that in his dispatches he says: ‘In 
obedience to the orders of Commissioner 
Blount.’ 

“I have no doubt,’ said Mr. Frye, Bere. 
it may become necessary to break Ministe 
Stevens down. I have reliable informa- 
tion since { came into the. senate this 
morning which says the purpose of the 
administration is to charge that Stevens 
was a party to corruption, employed to 
break down the queen’s government and 
establish the revolutionary government.” 

Mr. Gray requested Mr. Frye’s authority 
for such a statement, but the latter said 
he was not at liberty to give it. 

Detending Mr. Blount. 

Mr. Vest then addressed the senate. But 
fer the fact that he was on the eve of 
leaving the city cnd that he desired to 
avoid any appearance of evading any re- 
sponsibility in regard to, the question, Mr.

Mr. Stevens might be all 
that his friend, Mr. Frye, claimed for him— 
a godly, saintly, unobjectionable Christian 
rentieman. He (Vest) proposed to treat 
him as any other witness who entered court 
and demanded his (Vest’s) vote upon his 
evidence. 

He knew Mr. Blount, and while he was 
not in the senate to defend himself, he had 
almost twenty years’ intimate knowledge 
of him.

Charley Has Been Pinched, and, 
Perhaps, Is Not Particular. 


BOWDEN SAYS IT IS ALL RIGHT 


He Declares That the Fighters Will Not 
Be Molested,as There Is No Law 
to Touch Them. 


Waycross, Ga., December 13.—(Special.)—~ 
Champion James Corbett and party reached 
here this morning at 5 o’clock and register- 
ed at the Southern hotel. Corbett took a 
two hours’ nap and at 9 o'clock appeared 
in the ojtice of the hotel, where a large 
crowd had assembled. He held in his hand 
an iron-headed cane weighing eighteen 
pounds. A gold band encircled the cane 
on which was engraved: ‘‘From Atilla to 
James J. Corbett.’’ 

The champion appeared to be nervous 
and leaned against the counter. He was 
asked if he was apprehensive of being ar- 
rested on reaching Jacksonville Thursday. 
He replied emphatically that he would not 
go to Jacksonville at all if he had to be 
arrested. ‘‘Let them arrest Mitchell,"” he 
said. ‘‘He may not mind, but 1 have al- 
ways been square in my dealings and I 
expect to be treated square in this matter. 
Unless I receive a positive guarantee that 
I will not be arrested I will not go to Jack- 
sonville. .I suppose the Christian people of 
Florida who object to the prize fight are 
sincere in their convictions. I do not think 
that by going to Jacksonville I will violate 
the state law and, therefore, I will not sub- 
ject myself to arrest. If Mitchell wants ta 
risk it he can go ahead and be arrested. ] 
am @nxious to fight Mitchell.”

NO DANGER OF ARREST. 


Jacksonville Sports Say Corbett Will 
Not Be Molested. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 13.—(Special.) 
B. F. Blake, transportation agent of the 
Duval Atehletic Clib, was today shown a 
special from New York in which it was stat- 
ed that Dominick O'Malley. of the Roby 
Club, at Crown Point, Ind., is declaring 
with great positiveness that Corbett and 
Mitchell have not been guaranteed a purse 


of $20,000 by the Duval club, of Jacksonville, 


but that they will fight in Florida for 65 
per cent of the gate money. 

“O'’Malley’s statement,’ said Mr. Blake, 
“is unqualifiedly false. The purse of $20,090 
in cash is already up and in bank. Mr. 
Richard K. Fox, of New York, holds a cer- 
tified check fur the amount on the National 
bank of Jacksonville, Bion H. sarnett, 
cashier, and the $5,000 cash for the training 
expenses of the two men has already been 
paid over. This sort of talk by O’Matiey is 
foolish. We don’t ask anybody to oelieve 
us. Let O’Malley or anvbody else who ig 
distrustful ask Mr. Fox, or the known repe 
resentatives of either Corbett or Mitche!ll.” 

J. E. T. Bowden, of the Duval Ciub, was 
shown a dispatch from Waycross stating 
that Corbett was nervous about being are- 
rested at Jacksonville. Bowden said: 

“That report about the threatened arrest 
of Corbett is all a canard. No warrant has 
been issued. In fact there is no law in Flor- 
ida which can subject Corbett to arrest for 
coming to Jacksonville, like any other pri- 
vate citizen of the United States. We will 
guarantee him all the protection that he 
wants. I will give my personal. assurance 
that no attempt will be made to arrest him 
here\”’

Heavy Output of Pig. 

Furnace Noa. 3 of the Tennessee Coal and 
Tron and Railway Company, at Bessemer, 
has broken the world’s record for pig iron 
making during the past thirty days. Its 
thirty day record is 5,051 tons, or an average 
of 168 1-3 tons daily. Its output one day 
was 192 tons. The furnace is not an extra 
large one, not near as large as the com- 
pany’s Ensley City furnaces—but no other 
furnace has touched this output.

In defend- 
ing Nevada, he said he was unable to under- 
Stand why there should be so much aversion 
to a state, which, when the country was in 
revolution, had poured $600,000,000 into the 
treasury. Mr. Newlands claimed that the 
cause of the present depression in Utah was 
the result of legislation leveled at her in- 
terests. Silver that enabled the country to 
resume specie payments had been stricken 
down and now the democratic tariff bill pro- 
posed to crush Nevada's sheep raising and 
borax mines, by placing wool and borax 
on the free list. 

Mr. Simpson, of Kansas, favored the bill 
in a characteristically vigorous speech. The 
fact that Utah would send two senators and 
a representative here, who would vote 
against the financial ideas of the east he 
thought was the sole ground of opposition. 
With regard to the circular of Governor 
Lewelling, he said 3,500,000 men out of em- 
ployment were tramping the streets and 
roads out of work. Whatever the cause, 
the populist party believed in lending a 
helping hand to the poor and distressed. 
When a populist governor promulgated this 
doctrine he was denounced as a crank by 
petty politicians and newspapers. 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, proposed the un- 
jon of. Utah and Nevada. 
that Nevada continued to lose population 
and that it was a question as to what was 
to become of Nevada. The census of 1890 
gave her 40,000 and recent San Francisco 
papers say that her population has since 
been reduced to 33,000. If her mining industry 
continues to be depressed, her population, 
Mr. Oates said, would continue to fall off 
until it might go down to 20,00. 

Polygamy Prohibited. 

Mr. Mahon, of Pennsylvania, offered an 
amendment reserving to congress the right 
to prohibit and punish polygamy, to contin- 
ue the present laws in force there and to 
give United States courts exclusive jurisdic- 
tion.

200,000 
110,000, increasing the grant for those of 
agricultural colleges from $90,000 to 200,000. 
and decreasing the per cent of the proceeds 
of the sale »f public lands subsequent to 
the admission of the state, which Shall be 
set aside as a permanent publie school fund 
from 10 to 5 per cent were adopted. With- 
out a division, the bill for the admission of 
Utah, as amended was passed.

He Tells Why He Shot Robert Mc- 
Bride to Death. 


ALL THE EVIDENCE HAS BEEN HEARD 


Argument Has Begun, Judge An- 
derson O pening for the State. 


INTERESTING TESTIMONY GIVEN 


There Will Be Five Speeches and the 
Judge’s Charge Today—The De- 
fense Conciudes. 


Argument in the Meehan case was begun 
yesterday, and before court,has adjourned 
this afternoon a verdict will have been 
reached by the jury, as it is more than prob- 
able that the speeches will all be concluded 
today in time for this result, as a mistrial 
is not at all probable. 

The features of the trial yesterday were 
the statement of Meehan and the speech of 
Judge J. A. Anderson for, the defense. 

The first witness yesterday morning was 
A. H. Latimer, who simply testified that he 
was at the union depot and heard the firing 
of a pistol. That he rushed out and saw 
the body of McBride lying on the ground 
with blood gushing from the neck. He saw 
no weapons on the body of the deceased. 

The state then announced closed and the 
defense asked for a few moments to retiré 
and consult. When the defendant, accom- 
panied by his lawyers, returned to the court 
room, Mr. Albert Howell addressed the jury 
and outlined the showing that the defense 
intended to make on their part. That the 
only testimony introduced would be the 
statement of the defendant, P. H. Meehan, 
who would take the stand at once. Mr. 
Howell outlined what this statement would 
be. 

When Meehan took his seat in the witness 
chair the court room was pached with pev- 
ple, standing room being at a premium, 
while the gallery was filled with an interest- 
ed audience. Meehan began by saying that 
he was a very poor speaker and a worse 
reader, so had written out what he had to 
Say, as much to heip his memory as any- 
thing else. Throughout the entire state- 
ment he read with admirable effect, and tn 
a somewhat dramatic way—but no more so 
than the subject justified, since his heart, 
soul and mind were all in what he had to 
say. In him the jury saw the husband of 
the woman McBride had attempted to 
wrong, and when Meehan finished the recit- 
al of his deeds. and his friend’s misdeeds, 
closing with the shooting at the depot, every 
listener tras deeply affected. He help up 
remarkably well during the reading, but 
broke down at the last, nervously snapping 
his fingers while he attempted to compose 
himself. : 

Pat Meehan’‘s Story of the Killing. 

My wife was born in Newnan; her family 
moved to this city, where we were married 
on the 23d of August, 1883. She was only 
fifteen. We have had five. children; the 
oldest died in infancy. After our marriage 
her mother died here ih Atlanta. Her 
father moved back to Newnan. He was 
cold and in feeble health. My wife. wished 
to be with him. About that time I was 
offered a position as salesman to travel. 
Il accepted it in order to support my family. 
We moved to Newnan and kept house there 
for a time. We came back here again to 
live. 

The nature of my business called me over 
a larger portion of this country, and I was 
compelled to be absent from home a great 
deal of the time. My wife preferred to 
live in Newnan so as to be with her family 
and father. We went- back there again. 
Shortly afterwards her grandmother and 
her father died at our home. We again 
came here to live, but on account of my 
long trips my wife and myself concluded 
it was better to live in Newnan. 

About two years ago we went back there. 
Roarded for a time. We learned that Mr. 
Fell, of that place, had a large house, one 
side of it for rent. We made _ inquiries 
about him, and learned that. he was an 
honorable gentleman. We learned, also, 
that the McBride brothers occupied a front 
room, across the hail from the side we 
vanted, and that they boarded at a hotel. 

We made inquiries about them. Our 
friends informed us that they were men of 
gcod character, very honcrable, sober, and 
attended to their own business. The people 

were so highly recqmmended,the plac 
us, and we rentecVand moved in. 
aunt, Mrs. Holland, lived with there 
afterwards. My wife’s sister came to live 
with us. My wife never slept a night in 

he house without her aunt or sister being 
with her. 

For a long time we hardly saw either of 
the McBrides. They came to their room 
at night, and left early in the morning. 
My family hardly knew when they were 
in the house, and cared less. When either 
of the brothers met any of my people they 
vere polite and courteous. Such was the 
state of affairs until the latter part of last 
June. I then returned home from New 
York, and remained home until the Ist 
of August. 

My wife, sister, children and myself gen- 
erally sat on the porch at night until bed- 
time. Robert McBride sometimes sat with 
us, but until my return home he seldom, if 
ever, sat on the porch while my family 
were there. He would go out and smoke 
after they had left. On my return he be- 
came social. He and I used to sit talking 
about current topics, business and every- 
day affairs; he told me about his cotton 
seed oil mill, ice factory and cold storage 
warehouse. 

He carried me through the different 
tablishments, explained the processes of 
extracting oil from seed and making ice. 
At his request, I drove with him over the 
city; accepted his invitation to take dinner 
with his friend, Mr. Arthur Hutchinson. 
Such were the relations between us up to 
the: time he left for Chicago. He went to 
the world’s fair. 

Wrote to the Little Girl. 

I have a little girl about seven years old, 
to whom he seemed to become greatly at- 
tached, and he paid her much attention in 
many ways. At one time he sent her a 
bouquet of flowers and some candy frozen 
in a large block of ice; and on his return, 
after I left for New York, gave her a silver 
thimble, and wrote her a letter while 
north which I desire the jury to read.

I asked 
him then if he had no more honor than to 
speak so to’the wife of a man he claimed 
as a friend. 

He said he had forgotten you at the time, 
that when any one was so much alone 
one would naturally forget they 
were married. He said he liked you 
very much. I asked him then 
if he regarded you so highly and theusght 
me so base, why he did not tell you of the 
state of affairs while you were here and 
not wait until you left and then propose 
similar arrangements for himself of which 
he accused me with other men. 

Said he never liked to give any one away. 
I told him no, he had nothing or no one 
to give away; that he or any other man 
might tell to the world all they knew of 
me; that I had nothing to be afraid or 
ashamed of. He asked me not to write to 
you just yet—to wait a day or two, when |] 
would become more composed and I would 
look upon the matter in a different light and 
think different of what he said. 

“He Was Perfectly Sober.” 

I told him no, I would never think oth- 
erwise than I did at present. He said he 
was very sorry, and he wished I would for- 
give him. I told him it was out of the qu¢s- 
tion, I would never forgive him in the 
world. I knew he was perfectly sober. |! 
asked him if he was intoxicated, and he 
said he was not. 

{ told him then that fully ac- 
countable. for his words actions and 
would have to account to you for every- 
thing he had said to ime, -and ali I feared 
was thet there would be pistol shots be- 
tween you. He said ‘‘well,,.’’ significantly, 
as much as to say he would be equal to 
the emergency. 

Minnie and I went to our rooms and he 
went to his. He left early this morning 
and, 1] guess, he will get a room. right away. 
I have told you evervthing in detail so that 
you can understand everything fully, but 1 
am so nervous lt can hardly write at all. 
The children are all well. Write to me 
immediately.

was such as 
could not realize such a 
possible. I was not ‘only sur- 
was shocked beyond the power 
to describe. I wired Colonel Carmical,. the 
sheriff of the county, to call on my wife 
and investigate and wire me results, and 
I waited an answer in that condition of 
mind that it is impossible for me to convey 
to you in language. Colonel Carmical re- 
plied to my telegram by saying, “You 
should come. home.”’ 

I knew then that there could be no mis- 
take about the matter. And then came 
over me a feeling that no man can appre- 
ciate who never had such an experience. 
It is possible for a man to appreciate it 
only when he is the victim of such cirecum- 
stances. You can only obtain a faint con- 
ception of its effect on me by recurring to 
your own feelings and imagination and 
your own 

My wife at that time was in an extremely 
delicate condition, liable to great 
disorder, as women often are when so near 
childbirth, as, she was at that time. So I 
immediately left for home after getting 
Carmical’s telegram. I left New York on 
the first train, reached Newnan at 10 
o’clock -Saturday night. I found my wife 
in bed suffering from nervous prostration 
brought on by the infamous insult and 
outrageously false accusations of McPride. 

Between sobs she told me of her wrongs, 
about the infamous proposition, and the 
lying, bull-dozing methods he took to coerce 
her into silence, and how that 4awhen she 
arose to go to her sister he had seized her 
and how she broke loose from him. In 
other words, gentlemen, tried to rape her 
if you will have it. 

While I had felt so much outraged be- 
fore this that I have told you, it was impos- 
sible for me to convey to you an idea of my 
feelings, now in her presence with tears 
streaming down her cheeks, her body quiv- 
ering with a nervous spasm, her heart brok- 
en with grief, and she relating as best she 
could between her paroxisms of erying 
what had occurred, I lost all ,control of 
myself. 
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Passed the Point of Talking. 

What I felt—for I said nothing,. I had 
passed the point of talking—was a hundred 
times multiplied as compared with my in- 
dignation before it. I love life, my wife and 
my children, but no life, though it should 
last a. hundred years, could compensate for 
the agony I felt and endured after 1 saw 
my wife, and heard her tell of the irdigni- 
ties which this man had heaped upon her; 
and until this unfortunate matter had ended 
in the death of McBride, although if was 
only a few short hours, yet it was an age 
when measured by the tortures I suffered. 

While to others | may have appeared 
somewhat in a normal condition, yet it was 
but in appearances, for now when that 
awful nightmare had disappeared from my 
life, and I feel and realize [ am myself 
again, I look back over that period and 
yonder how I ever got back to a norma! 
condition. Friends came to me on Sunday, 
but I was totally unfit to discuss this great 
outrage; that day was spent like the night 
before, and Sunday night came without 
relief or rest, and Monday I learned soon af- 
ter reaching home that McBride was hav- 
ing me watched. 

In fact when I got off the train Saturday 
night I ran on @ man who had been, as I 
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have since learned, sent to watch for me. 
From all these occurrences I had, of course, 
arrived at the conclusion that should I 
meet McBride trouble would necessarily 
result. He had a brother, and I supposed 
friends; therefore it was natural I should 
be armed for any emergency that should 
arise. On Monday morning I went up 
town, visited the places I usually fre- 
quented. 

MeBride Left the Place. 
Colonel Carmical and Mr. John Robinson 
old me that McBride had ieft the place. 

Mr. Robinson persuaded me to come to 
Atianta, saying that McBride had sone 
to Benning, which is some distance. north 
of Newnan. I came to Atlanta on the train 
leaving Newnen at 10 o’clock a. m. I had 
no idea of meeting McBrile I took 
the train at the railroad crossing, which, 
frcm my house, is about as convenient as 
to distance as the depot. 
The .reason I did this was, 
advised me to take the 
I believed McBride was having 
mv iovements watched, and as I passed bv 
the depot going to my home from town 1 
observed a gentleman connected with the 
depot that seemed to me to understand 
had occurred, and he was 
business with McBride: and, 
nay have been imagiaary with me, he im- 
pressed me that he was sneering at me, 
therefore I wished to avoid coming in con- 
tact with that person, and to have cone 
to the depot would have necessitated meet- 
ing with him. 

Therefore, I determined not to go to the 
depot. as in that way I would avoid not 
only that person, but many people, who 
might make me the subject of their re- 
marks, as it seemed to me every onc I met 
knew of my unhappy position. I came to 
Atlanta and spent the day as best I could 
under the great strain I was laboring, to 
‘conceal from friends what was so oppres- 
sing to me, that I really felt that unless 
it was in some way ended I could not live 
and endure it until time for. the train to 
leave for Newran. 

I went to the office and bought a ticket. 
T was told the train was fifty minutes late, 
IT went ovt of the depot to spend the time. 
IT met three young’ men from Newnan. We 
alked a while, and then went and drank 
some beer—just :: little beer. We returned 
to corner of the Kimball house and 
continued the conversation until time for 
the train to be ready to leave, when I re- 
marked that it was near train time, and I 
did not want to eet left. 

We walked to the main 
passing in from the sidewalk through 
entrance I noticed a man glaring at me 
a strange way. I did not know who 
was. I turned around and stepped 
on the sidewalk to see who he was. 
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‘ic Bride. 

All the indignation he had heaned on my 
vife, his infamous pronosition, his false and 
slanderous charges her honor and 
virtue, her helplessness from delicate 
condition, the agony which she was suffer- 
ing when T reached her Saturday, and she 
was suffering on Sunday, and even that 
morning when TI left her, rushed in one 
great shock upon me. 

Like a Lightning Flash. 

It was more than I could There 
stood the lecherous libertine who had 
abused my confidence, and taken adventage 
of our family relations and insulted my 
wife with the foulest propositions, and 
eharged her with the basest conduct. I 
knew nothing: it came like a flash of light- 
ning, an electric shock could not have 
been more sudden. 

It was impossible 
hand or to think or 
imstant it was over. 
sought to destroy mv 
me’ of my wife and of her virtue, and, 
failing in that, had sought to destroy her 
honor, naine and reputation by the fualsest 
end foulest slanders, was dead. I feel that 
lI have done no wrone, but have discharged 
a duty I owed to my wife and children, 
my home and mvself. 

For my vindication I trust now in your 
proper appreciation of the duty of a hus- 
hand to his wife: of the value of her repu- 
tation, honor. eharacter, virtue, and the 
lv alter and sanctity 
them .as highly 
fear at your 
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hands. 

Refore the 
unendurable, and since 
confined in jail, during which time my 
wife, on October 1, 1893, gave birth to a 
ebhild. It is for you to say if my sufferings 
sheuld end.> 

When the Statement Was Rend. 
remarkable scene was presented 
in the courtroom when Meehan read his 
<tatement. The jury bent their heads to 
hear the defendant, who in tremulous tones 
tola of the sircumstances surrounding the 
killing. 

Mr. Mechain walked up to the clerk’s 
stand and, pouting out some water, drank 
it. Vie then walked around to the witness 
stand and coolly took a seat. 

Vrs. Meehan in the Courthouse. 

As soon as Meehan finished his statement 
the defense announced closed, and Meehan 
had hardly taken his seat before his wife, 
accompanied by her sister and the four 
children—all of them pretty little tots—en- 
tered the courtroom and took seats beside 
the defendant. One of the little ones climb- 
into Meehen’s arms, while the others 
crowded about him, staring at the large 
crowd that gazed at them. It was a scene 
that they were not accustomed to and could 
not comprehend its meaning, all of them 
too young to know the import of their fath- 
er’s situation and what his presence in the 
courtroom meant. But they could readily 
see that they were the cynosure of all eyes, 
and the curly-headed boy hid his face on his 
father’s shoulder. The mother smiled at its 
fright, but tears were in her eyes. It was 
a pretty scene, and touching. 

Evidence in Rebattal. 

The state retired and consulted and then 
announced that evidence in rebuttal of the 
defendant’s statement would be introduced. 

The first witness was W. M. McBride, Jr., 
and he simply testified as to his brother's 
movements after the trouble with Mrs. 
Meehan, and to the location of streets 
and houses in Newnan. After the witness 
had.testified to some extent without rebut- 
ting any evidence Judge Dorsey objected as 
none of the testimony was relevant to that 
Judge Clarke overruled the objec- 
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Attorney. Reid, who was conducting the 
examination for the state, asked the witness 
whiy his brother went to Atlanta; if he gave 
any reason. Judge Dorsey again objected 
as the defense did not think that what Mc- 

Bride said to his brother was competent 
evidence, but the judge again overruled the 
objection. Witness said that his brother 

had told him that he was going to Atlanta 
Dr. Longino in order that he could 
set him to help him and see if overtures To 
the effect of an apology could not be made 
to Mr. and Mrs. Meehan. 

Mr. George Rainey, Jr., of Newnan, 
that he saw Meehan on the morning of the 
killing. Meehan came to the ticket office 
and asked witness for a match, which was 
given him. 

More Objection and More Evidence. 

Dr. T. D. Longino, of West End, was the 
next to testify. He said that he knew.Mc-

“What did he say to you?’ asked Attor- 
nev Reid.

‘“‘MeBride,’’ said he, ‘“‘then gave the 
authority to do anything in my power to 
eifect a settlement, and that he would make 
any reparation that an honorable man 
could. 1 saw Colonel Carmichael in compa- 
ny with berryman ‘'Thompson.”’ 

Witness als. testified that Carmichael 
didn’t seem to like the idea of a settlement, 
and that witness turned the matter over to 
bezrryman Thompson. That Carmicnael had 
said he would see Meehan the first thing in 
the morning. I then went home. 

Dr. Longino was) cross-examined, 
when asked if he was not a brother of 
torney Longino, of the prosecution, 
that he was, and added, much to 
amusement of the courtroom: 

“IT am a cousin of Colonel Brewster.’ 

Dr. Davis ‘Testifies. 

Dr.- Davis testified that he,had. seen 
Meehan on the morning of the killing, and 
that Meehan had told him of the letter his 
wife had written him, and said that he 
hardly knew how to give credence to Me- 
Bride’s baseness. He hoped that he would 
not do anything wrong in avengi the in- 
sult. Upon cross-examination, he said that 
Meehan was terribly agitated. fle also 
said that he had Knewn Mrs. Meehan all 
her life, and that her character and con- 
duct had always been of the purest and 
highest, and that she was related to and 
Visited the families of Newnan. 

Colonel Carmichael testified that he had 
talked with Longino, and that he had told 
Meehan that. McBride was Willing to 
apologize for the insult. Meehan had said 
that it was not a matter for an apology. 
Meehan ditin’t say anything about pistols. 
Witness thought that Robinsen had _ said 
that McBride was in Henning, Carroll 
county, and had advised Meehan to go to 
Atlanta to spend the day. Witness thought 
that Mrs. Meehan’s character .was of the 
highest. That she was circumspect as any 
lady. 

Court adjourned when Colonel Carmichacl 
concluded his testimony. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION OF COURT. 


Oniy Three Witnesses Were § Intro- 
duced and Argument Commenced. 
As soon as court was calied to order at 

2:15 o'clock, the state put Kellogg Powell, 

of Newnan, in rebuttal. He said that he 

saw Meehan in front of the jail on the 
morning of the killing. 

J. T. Alsabrook said that he knew Meehan, 
and remembered the day McBride, was said 
to have been killed. Witness saw Meehan 
on the morning of the killing near the 
jail. 

Tom Jones, a Newnan negro, testified that 
on the morning of the killing he had seen 
Meehan near the junction of the Atlanta 
and Griffin road. The time was about 8 
o’clock. Witness thought Mr. Meehan was 
about seventy-five vards from the junction. 

The attorneys then withdrew, and wher 
they returned to the courtroom it had been 
decided that there would be made three 
speeches on each side. sy virtue of the 
fact that the defense had introduced no 
evidence, it was accorded the  open- 
ing and the closing argument. Judge 
Anderson made the opening argcu- 
ment yesterday for the defense, and today 
will be followed by Attorney Hall, for the 
state. Jidge Dorsey will then speak for 
the defense and Attorney Reid and Solici- 
tor Hill for the state. The conclusion will 
be used by Colonel Brewster. 

Judce Anderson's Arwrument. 

‘“T congratulate myself,’’ said Judge <An- 
derson, ‘‘that this in the-state of 
Georgia—a state where its highest author- 
itv, the supreme court, has held that dirty 
dollars cannot compensate for such a 
wrong, to say nothing of second-hand 
apologies. On the &th day of August all 
the parties to this affair were alive. Robert 
McBride was alive, dying by his own un- 
fortunate mistake. He was a man of good 
character and should have taken to himself 
a. wife of his own, for he was wealthy and 
a prominent and respectable citizen. But 
this he did not do. 

“The testimony shows Mrs. 
be a lady of the highest char@cter—a lady 
of unsullied reputation. There’ has been 
no intimation that bv the slightest word 
or act Mrs. Meéhan provocated the attack 
upon her virtue. The brother of Robert 
McBride boarded at the same place that the 
deceased did and had all opportunity to 
know about Mrs. Meehan’s character. Yet 
he did not testify in that direction, foreher 
character is unassailable. 

“At this time mentioned Robert McBride 
out to paint one of two pictures. In

McBride is in that grave. There is 
just to one side—in that jail is Mee- 
The state says that there is a gibbet 
of sight to one side of the jail. 
‘he wife and children of Meehan are in 
the picture. It is M-Bride’s picture, paint- 
ed by his own hand. 

“Tt was an awful thing for Meehan to 
kill McBride, for a killing is always a 
shock to society and to the community 
where it occurred. But I would lead you to 
another picture. The Biggs in the 
twenty-ninth Georgia declares that the de- 
bauch of a wife is irreparable—this is the 
other picture that McBride set out to paint. 
To make the object of his attacks—Mrs. 
Meehan—a nameless thing that all would 
learn to despise, and to make her husband 
disrespected and miserable. For no one 
could respect him, and even his dishonored 
wife woulfl look upon him as a man who 
had lost his respect. Yet McBride set out 
to take the virtue of Mrs. Meehan away 
from’ her. 

“The state says that McBride acted in- 
decently, but that he was willing to apolo- 
gize. When Mechan married his dear wife 
he promised to protect her—to make anvone 
who attempted to debauch her apologize. 
He promised her,’ ssid Judge Anderson 
with fine sareasm, “ihat he would require 
an apolé¢yv of every man that attempted 
to degrade her by assailing her virtue and 
debauching her. This is the state’s posi- 
tion, as I understand it. 

Meehan Did Not Kill Unlawfully. 

“During the last two or three hours the 
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state tried hard enough to prove that Mee- 
han intended to kill McBride. What of it! 
What if he did? The statute says that mur 
der is the unlawful killing—and this Mee 
han did commit—of a man.”

“How could McBride apologize; how could 
anybody apologize? What would lave 
formed the skeleton of this apology, the 
muscle of it, the skin of it.

Thus would Tom, Dick and 
Hiarry do the same thing and—a pologize, 
Why, if an apology had been accepted there 
would not have been enough respectability 
left in Mrs. Meehan for a decent dog to 
bark at. 

“Meehan was reluctant to believe the 
story and could hardly credit the letter, tel- 
egraphing to the sheriff of the county to in- 
vest'gate at once and report to him. The 
result of the investigation was a telegram 
to Meehan telling him to come home. 

Metride Was Wery Particular. 

“MeBride was a little particular about the 
apology he was anxious to make. 
said he was a gentleman, though he 
forgotten to act it the night of 
trouble. Hie wanted to make any reparation 
as'a gentleman—that a gentieman 
make. He ought to have put salt water be- 
tween himself and Meehan. McBride didn’t 
want a shooting scrape or a stabbing match 
—there was no pleasure in that. It was too 
disagreeable and meant blood, perhaps. He 
simply wanted to debauch Mechan’s wife. 

“You are familiar with the Bible story of 
David and the wife of Uriah. Weaken David 
debauched Uriah’s wife he sent for him to 
return home, but Uriah refused, saying that 
he would not leave the battlefield snce his 
chieftain did not. And this put David to 
thinking, even though he _ were king, 
for he did not want himself Known. 
So he ordered that Uriah be put in the 
front rock, and he was = killed ftighting. 
Thus it can be seen that David, the king, 
did not think that Judea was large enough 
for both the outreged husband and himself. 
Yet McBride thought that he might re- 
main in Newnan in the same town with 
Meehan if he could apologize. 

“Consent to debauch yourself for a man 
who has lost sight of a home's sanctity, 
or you will become a widow—that is the 
state’s declaration. I am not arguing now 
for a verdict of manStaughter. If I were 
Meehan I would rather be hung than sent 
to the coal mines to work for protecting 
this woman, his wife. This was the killing 
of a man who had caused his own death; 
there was nothing ferocious about it. 
think that the facts in the case would 
have justified Meehan in going 
with a double-barreled brass 
cannon and killing McBride i 
a churchhouse. It doesn't make 
any erence where the ball entered Me- 
Bride’s neck. Dr. Longino said that he 
thought it was from the rear, but the man 
who probed it would know more positively 
about it. Undertaker Patterson testified 
that he probed it and found that the ball 
had entered the jugular vein and lodged 
against the vertebra. 

“The 1a not mean that a

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INCREASED DEALINGS 


London a Bayer of Cur Securities on the 
Stock Exchange This Morning, 


WHICH CAUSES A SLIGHT ADVANCE 


General Electric Is Very Active— Spot 
Sales andan Advancsz in Liverpool 
Closes Cotton Higher. 


—— 


NEW YORK, December 13.—There was a 
slight increase in the dealings on the stock 
exchange today, which was due entirely to 
purchases for London account, some 15,000 
shares being purchased by the arbitrage 
houses, including St. Paul, Erie, Louisville 
and Nashville, Union Pacific, Kansas and 
Texas preferred and Denver and Rio Grande 
preferred. A very active buying moveinent 
was developed in General Electric, which 
Was accompanied by rumors of the forma- 
tion of a pool to acquire the shares in view 
of anticipated developments, which it is 
said will affect the stock favorably. What 
this expected good fortune is to be has not 
been given out, but the fact is that large 
blocks of the stocks were taken at advanc- 
ing quotations, the last price being the 
highest of the day and showing an advance 
of 3 per cent on the final sales of yesterday. 
Sugar was frecly sold during the ea-ly deal- 
ings and broke to 78%, extra dividend of 3 
per cent, a decline of 1% per cent. A mov- 
ing influence was, of course, the tariff, 
which, it is claimed, gives the German re- 
finers an undue advantage over the Ameri- 
ean Sugar Refining Company. There is, 
however, a well-defined opinion in specula- 
tive circles that the stock of the company is 
being manipulated by insiders with the view 
of using its depreciation as an argument 
that the proposed schedule will work ma- 
terial injury to the home sugar industry. 
In the late dealings the pressure to sell 
the shares was less pronounced and under 
purchases to cover short contracts a re- 
covery of 14 per cent took place, limiting 
the net loss of the day at 5 per cent. 
Chicago Gas was largely dealt in and after 
an early decline of %g rose 1% per cent on 
the filling of orders to buy, a majority of 
which came from the west. Most of the 
business wa’: done in the early hours, but 
the stock was well supported during the 
afternoon and closed within % per cent cw 
the top figures. The buying in St. Paul was 
mainly for London, and it is said a large 
number of shares will go to London by 
Saturday’s steamer. The fluctuations were 
confined within % per cent, and the ad- 
vance was only ™4 per cent. Western 
Union suffered early in the day from re- 
ports of decreasing earnings of the current 
guarter, and when the statement for the 
quarter, ending with September, was pub- 
lished, showing a decrease of nearly $450,- 
000 for that period, there was a still further 
reaction, which the declaration of the regu- 
lar 14% per cént dividend did not check. The 
decline from yesterday at the lowest point 
touched was 1 per cent. In the late deal- 
ings, the fact that n6 mention was made of 
decreasing earnings for that quarter, was 
used to rally the shares % per cent. 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rose % per 
cent on good buying during the morning, it 
being reported that the road was doing a 
good business; but the closing sales showed 
a reaction of % per cent. The dealings in 
the rest of the list were on a very large 
scale, and except in a few cases, the 
changes on the day’s transactions were but 
slight. Thew were, however, mainly in the 
direction of higher values, including an 
advance of 2% in Rubber preferred, 2 in 
American Tobacco preferred and Chicago 
Junction and Stock Yards, 15% in Cotton Oil 
preferred, 14 in Kdison éieciric, 1 in Erie 
preferred and 2 per cent in Manhattan, the 
latter being favorably affected by the dis- 
closure of the fact in court proceedings 
yesierday that the company does not need 
the consent of the authorities of New York 
city to make additions to the trackage of its 
resent structure. Cordage preferred and 
st. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba show a 
decline of 44 1nd 1 per cent respectiveiy.

The buying of General Elec- 
tric forced all the room shorts to cover. 
Boston sent some limited orders in the final 
hour and as the stock was in scarce supply 
it was comparatively easy to bid up the 
price. Chicago Gas was firm at the decline, 
and traders hesitated to put out fresh lines. 
The Benedict party were conspicuous buyers 
at any concessions from the top price of the 
fay. St. Paul failed to respond to the gen- 
eral rally, and Philadelphia houses and 
traders accepted small profits on the long 
side. The feature in the last few minutes 
was the bidding for stock by the Cammack 
brokers, who were evidently intent tipon 
frocing prices to a higher level without ac- 
cumulating any large line of stocks.

During the first hour or 
two of the session the market was steady 
at the opening prices, but about noon de- 
clined 4 or 5 points on the news of a rela- 
tively heavy semi-weekly interior move- 
ment at New Orleans. The iigures of this 
movement are as follows: Receipts 1v),uvv, 
against 90,000 last week and 73,UUU0 last yeur; 
Shipmens 90,000, against 81,000 last Week and 
o¥,WU last year. Before 1 o’clock it had 
aga n rallied upon the news that receipts at 
New Orleans tomorrow would only be about 
11,000, against 13,000 last week and i2,000 last 
year. ‘While the above figures for the 
movement are large, it is stiii insisted that 
the movement has been an exceptionally 
rapid one, and in justification ‘of tuis claim 
figures compiled by Mr. Goest, of Liverpool, 
have been extensively circulated on the cot- 
ton exchange today. ‘They show the Octo- 
ber condition, according to the bureau of 
agriculture, and the dates when one-third, 
one-holf and two-thirds of the cotton crop 
respectively, have come into sight since 
1875. The relation that seems to exist be- 
tween the bureau condition in October and 
the dates on which a given proportion of 
the crop has become visible is interesting, 
The seasons are arranged in the order of 
the October ednditions, commencing with 
the highest. It. will be observed that 
though early dates occasionally accompany 
high percentages of conditions, there are 
no instances of late dates with low ones. 
On the other hand, no year with Octobder 
percentage below 78 gives iater dates for 
one-third and one-half of the crop becom- 
ing visible than November 5th and 2sth, Fe- 
spectively, which were the figures for Jast 
season. During the afternoon the market 
vathered fresh strength and the closing was 
firm at the highest of the day, about 15 
points over last evening’s prices. Beginning 
this week last year the great strike of the 
Lancashire cotton spinners commenced and 
lasted until March, resulting in a decreased 
consumption of half a million bales. The 
American spinners also took from this time 
of last vear nearly 300,000 bales less than 
their usual requirements and the visible 
supply was thereby augmented by nearly 
800.000 bales. The probabilities seem to he 
that the conditions will be reversed this 
year, as both American and English spin- 
ners are bare of stock and are likely to he 
free buvers from this time on. Receipts to- 
morr¢w do. not promise to be abnormally 
large and unless Liverpooi is disappointing 
a further advance here seems to be rea- 
sonably expected.

NEW. YORK, December 13.—(Special.)— 
The reeipts today were again heavy, but 
the comparative indifference with which 
traders have come to regard them was 
even more marked today than yesterday. 
Encouraged by a good report from Liver- 
pool, our opening was at an advance of 
7 points. In the forenoon the 
market was steady, but showed 
no particular strength. But later 
in the day the bulls became more progres- 
sive than they have been for a long time 
and a further advance of 9 poinis took 
place. The close was very steady. The bulls 
now tell us that we have seen 
the lowest prices, and they may be 
right, but we have little confidence 
in the permanancy of any advance 
until a diminution in receipts” shall 
have done something to confirm the small 
crop ideas that we, in common with many 
others, entertain. The bears are a little 
uneasy lest the figures of Bradstreet’s crop

The clerk then read the senate bill of Mr. 
Hatcher, of the twenty-fourth, to facilitate 
the coliection of judgments by providing 
for discovery under oath from defendants 
and punishment for failure to an- 
swer.

Mr. KFleming’s school bill was reported 
back with amendments by the joint con- 
ference committee. These . amendments 
were agreed upon by the joint committee 
on the previous evening and as the bill 
now stands it embodies all the important 
features of the original” measure.

Mr. Harrison, »>f Quitman, objected to the 
resolution. There was millions of dollars 
worth of property, he said, in the vicinity 
of Atianta owned by the railroads, and the 
subject was altogether too important to 
dispose of in this manner. He mpved to 
table the resolution, which was done. 

The resolution by Senator Reese, author- 
izing the governor to employ competent, 
attorneys, one or more, to investigate the 
claims of the state against the United 
States on a contingent fee of not over 50 
per cent was passed. 

Another resolution also by Senator Reese, 
authorizing tne governor to bid in the 
property of the Northwestern railroad, 
seized in the action brought upon its de- 
fault of interest on its bonds, was read 
and agreed to. 

The senate bill incorporating the Bruns- 
wick, LaGrange and Western railroad was 
passed. 

The bill by Senator Hackett. to author- 
ize foreign notary publics and clerks of 
courts of record to attest deeds, was read 
and explained by Mr. O'Neill. of Fulton. 
When put to vote it was passed. 

The bill of Senator Hatcher amending the 
law in reference to coroner’s juries reduc- 
ing the number of jurymen to six, was read 
and an aye and nay vote being called, the 
bill was passed by 105 to 8. 

Mr. Bloodworth, of Monroe, offered a res- 
olution of condolence to the Hon. VY. 1. 
Worsham, upon the death of his little son. 
The resolution was unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote. 

Mr. Giddens, of Whitfield, sent up a res- 
olution offering the thanks of the house 


to Speaker Atkinson ‘“‘for the able, efficient ! 


manner in which he has 
discharged the duties of his office.” — 

It was passed amidst great applause. 

The bill authorizing the governor to ap- 
point second lieutenants of the Georgia 
volunteers from the graduates of schools 
giving military instruction, was again 
taken up. This is the bill that was tabled 
the previous night. Colonel Smith opposed 
the measure in a vigorous address. He 
thought it would result in the appointment 
of incompetent officers. 

Mr. Battle, of Muscogee, also addressed 
the house and made a very effective ad- 
dress in favor of the bill. 

A Warlike Incident. 

Mr. Branch, of Columbia, took the 
in opposition of the measure and made 
an exceedingly heated argument. While 
he was in full swing, an _ incident oc- 
curred that for the moment seemed 
to promise a startling denouement. Many of 
the members had left their seats arid had 
crowed about the vacant space in front of 
the clerk’s desk. At the outside fringes 
of this circle Mr. Styles, of Liberty, the 
colored member, popped up and asked per- 
mission to interrupt. Mr. Branch paused 
in the middle of a sentence. 

“What is it?’ 

“IT want to ask the gentleman which side 
he is arguing on,"’ asked the statesman from 
Liberty. 

The house roared. 

Thereupon, Mr. Branch immediately turn- 
ed ‘to the speaker and said, in an angry 
tone: “Mr. Speaker, I Have been a mem- 
ber of this general assembly for one hun- 
dred days, and have endeavored to tient 
every member courteously, but L regret fo 
say that, upon several occasions, there hus 
been an endeavor made te ridicule me ly 
words whispered into the ears of the inetn- 
ber from Liberty, »y pacties who did not 
have the courage to speak for themselves; 
and, whoever they may be, i have for 
them the utmost. contempt.” 

There was a pause and Mr. Branch con- 
cluded his remarks without further inter- 
ruption. When he ended Mr. Battle, of 
Muscogee, walked over to where he stood. 
Mr. Battle had obtained the impression 
from the direction of Mr. Branch’s glances 
that he alluded to him. 

“Were you speaking of me, sir, 
remarks,’’ he asked, buttoning up his 

“TI was not,’’ replied Mr. Branch, 
to anybody seeking to ridicule me.”’ 

Further mutual explanation ensued and 
the clouds passed by. The bill when put to 
vote was carried by 89 to 31. 

Later on Mr. Branch rose to a point of 
personal privilege and disclaimed any in- 
tention to allude to Mr. Battle. 

The bill prohibiting commercial notaries 
public from issuing garnishments came up 
again upon reconsideration and was passed 
on a vote of 97 to 0. 

The bill by Senator Wooten for a state 
naval militia was read. The bill is a very 
long one and enters into all She details of 
the proposed militia organization. Its pro- 
visions practically cover the ground of the 
house bill introduced by Judge Mershon, 
of Glynn, who took the floor to advocate 
and explain it. The bill was passed. 

The bill of Senator Reese, of the twenty- 
ninth, for the relief of those holding deeds 
as security for debts, was passed. 

The bill to define the elementary branches 
of an English education was taken from 
the table and returned to it by an immedi- 
ate. vote. 

The bill to provide offices for athock: com- 
missioners in the courthouse, which has 
peen voted down several times, was taken 
from the table and finally passed by the 
speaker’s casting vote. 

The bill by Mr. Bailey to provide for 
filing of abstracts of title with claims to 
land was voted down. 

The bill by Senator Wilson providing for 
a state depository at Fort Gaines and 
Forsyth was passed. 

This wound. .up the business on the desk, 
and the speaker appointed Messrs. Battle, 
Doolan and Graham as a committee to 
notify the governor that the house stood 
ready to adjourn. The committee shortly 
returned and reported that the governor 
had no further business to present. 

The clerk then proceeded to read the 
journal for the last time. 


LEGISLATIVE GOSSIP. 


The attention of Mr. Veach, of Bartow, 
was yesterday called to the interview with 
Captain J. W. English, published in Tues- 
day’s Constitution, on the bank bill recent- 
ly passed by the legislature. Mr. Veach is 
the author of this bill, and has studied 
every detail of the plan of state banking 
outlined in it. 

“Yes, I have read Captain ‘English’s 
eriticism with interest,’’ said Mr. Veach, 
“and I think the supposed case mentioned 
by him as to the presentation by a customer 
of a check on a distant city to be cashed 
before the bank had accumulated any funds 
other than the redemption fund fer its 
own bills, it but a remote possibility. But, 
suppose such an instance should occur, it 
is apparent in the very case put by Captain 
English that the bank, being authorized to 
issue $150,000 of its own bills, could use 
these bills for the purpose of cashing the 
check presented, and the customer so 1re- 
eeiving the bills could, if he desired to use 
Inited States currency, present the bank 
bills at the redemption window of the bank 
and receive for them immediately United 
States coin or currency. 

“Ag to the other objection made by Cap- 
tain English that our present state banks 
would find it impossible to become banks 
of issue under the Veach bill, I would say 
I think the end desired could be readily 
accomplished by a proper reorg etl 
A rew. charter could be procured and the 
proper amount of subscribed stock paid in, 
not less than $25,000, as might be desired 
or needed in the operations of the new 
bank. Then, as the affairs.of the old bank 
are liquidated, the funds could be merged 
into the new bank until the change is com- 
plete. 

“Captain English seems to object to the 
amount of reserve required to be Kept tor 
the protection of depositors. TI regard this 
as one of the most important features of 
the Fill. The solvency of the bank and the 
safety of depositors denends largely upon 
the reserve fund, which the bill requires 
shall always be 25 per cent of the deposits. 
I think safe banking requires that not 
over 75 per cent of the deposit fund should 
be loaned out, and that the remaining 25 
per cent should always rem: 1in on hand to 
answer the calls of depositors.

The President of the Senate Delivers 
an Eloquent Speech, 


REVIEWING THE WORK OF THE SESSION 


Closing Scenes in the Upper House o! ths 
General Assembly—A Fresentation to 
the President trom the Senators. 


The grave and reverend senators had a 
comparatively quiet day of it, from a legis- 
lative standpoint, ut an interesting day 
in other respects. 

The formality of killing a good 
minor bills that bore the adverse 
of committees was gone through with. in 
a pertunctory sort of manner, and the Tre- 
ports of the conference committees were 
received and acied upon. 

Only one of these caused any general dis- 
cussion. That was the bill of Mr. Boifeui}l- 
let defining newspaper libel. Early in 
morning session the senate passed the bill 
with certain amendments that the commit- 
tee had agreed on. These amendments 
were not at all pleasing to the friends of 
the measure in the house, and they re- 
fused by a unanimous vote to concur. The 
conference committees were appointed, and, 
after a short study of the bill, unanimously 
decided that the senate should recede from 
its amendments. 

This report. was Supported in speeches by 
Senators Wooten, Wilson of the eleventh, 
Persons, Pinson and President C lay, who 

came down from his seat to speak for the 
report of the committee. Senators teese 
and Hate her opposed it. A motion to dis- 
agree to the report was lost, and then, on 
the motion to agree to the report of the 

committee, the ayes and nays were called. 
This motion carried with it the passage of 
the bill as it passed the house, and the vote 
on this was 23 to 7.

‘Mr. President,’’ said he, “I yiee to «a 
question -. personal privilege. I have no 
grievance gainst the newspapers or the 
officers of this body, but it is on a question 
of high privilege, nevertheless, that I rise.” 

He then, in a few well-chosen words, 
and with feeling that was evidently sincere, 
referred to the pleasant relations existing 
between the members of the senate and 
its presiding officer, and he presented to 
President Clay a magnificent solid silver 
tea service, the gift of the members and 
officers of the senate. 

President Clay expressed his deep grati- 
fication and his thorough appreciation of 
the gift, not for its intrinsic value alone, 
but as being emblematic of a friendship 
that was very dear to him. He spoke o:! 
the close relations that had existed for the 
past two years, and he felt that they had 
been two of the pleasantest of his life. 

He Bids Adieu to the Senate. 

When the hour of adjournment was near 
at hand, President Clay bade adieu to his 
friends, the senators, in an eloquent speech, 
in which he reviewed at some length the 
work of the senate. 

“Gentlemen of the senate,’ said he, “‘the 
hour has arrived for our final adjournment, 
and I beg your indulgence, while I submit 
a few remarks for your consideration. Our 
term of office does not expire until our suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified, but today 
our duties as senators virtually cease, It 
is not probable that we will. be called into 
extra session by the governor during the 
remainder of our term. 

“In going through the journal of the sen- 
ate for this session, I find that ‘we have 
passed but few general laws. In my judg- 
ment, this speaks well for us. The laws to 
govern the people should be plain and sim- 
ple, and few in number. These laws, when 
put in operation and understood by the 
people, should not be continually under- 
going a change. By such methods, the 
people are unable to know the law. The 
principal duty of the general assembly may 
be said to consist in estimating the amount 
of money necessary to carry on the state 
government economically administered. The 
legislature should have the right to tax the 
people; that right should be exercised with 
great judgment and discretion; and not 
one dollar of the money should be raised 
and placed in the treasury of the state 
except the amount absolutely necessary to 
provide for and maintain the institutions of 
the state. The right to levy a tax and ap- 
propriate money originates in the house, but 
it is the duty of the senate to review the 
actions of the house, and the senate may 
reject, approve or amend the actions of 
the house. The people have a right to know 
why they are taxed; how much money 1s 
raised, both by general and specific taxes; 
how -this money is appropriated, and 
whether ‘t be much or little, if they are 
only required to pay in an amount neces- 
cary to maintain and support the state 
rovernment and its institutions. And that 
the money 1s so collected; thit the burden 
of taxe® bear equally upon all classes of 
our people, and this money is honestly 
and judiciously expended, then no one has 
the right to complain.’

MARTIN ARRESTED. 


A Colored Mail Carrier Rests Under 
a Heavy Imputation. 


BEFORE JUDGE BROYLES THIS MORNING 


He Was Nabbed on Suspicion, and Letters 
Were Found on His Person-The 
Elevator Man Implicated. 


E. M. Martin, a colored mail carrier, will 
be given a hearing before Commissioner 
Broyles this morning at 9:30 o clock. 

Yesterday afternoon a warrant was sworn 
out in the commissioner's office, charging 
the prisoner with embezzlement, As, letters. 
supposed to have been stolen, ‘were found 
oh his person.

It was thought, when the pouch of let- 
ters was discovered a few weeks avo, near 
Peters Park, that the mystery was solved 
and after the subsequent arrest of the guil- 
ty party, that all trouble of the kind was 
at an end. 

Here Is a Mystery. 

This, however, was not the case.The cause 
of the irregularity continued to exist 
the authorities were sorely puzzled. The 
inspector began to investigate the matter 
and yesterday morning the presence of In- 
specter Whitesides, of Chattanooga, was 
observed in the city. 

Later in.the day, E. M. Martin, the mail 
carrier, was arrested, and the elevator man, 
a light-colored negro, about forty-five years 
of age apparently, was nabbed as his ac- 
complice. The name of the elevator man is 
Jones, and those who know him sav that 
he must have been taken in. He is a harm- 
less, quiet, inoffensive fellow and would 
never have deliberately planned or executed 
a fraud. In some way or other, so the 
storys goes, he was in Martin’s secret 
to a certain extent, and acted as his agent 
in the custody of certain papers.

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In the Local Department. 

In the local department of the building, 
in charge of Superintendent Blodgett, a 
wonderful change has taken place in the 
General appearance of that depariment.

The plan of 
arrangement, as you will observe, is one 
that gives absolute protection to the mails, 
and excludes all trespassers from inter- 
fering, in any way, with the business or 
duty of the clerks. Such a precaution is 
absolutely necessary, in view of the large 
number of men employed, and their con- 
stant liability to interruption caused by 
parties entering the building. As it is now, 
all the business with the outside world is 
conducted with the railing in hetween.” 

The work of general improvement’ has 
not as yet been completed, but everything 
will be finished by the end of the week. 
The office of the superintendent has heen 
handsomely fitted up and there is not a 
more attractive office in the building. 

Mr. Blodgett is ably reinforced by a 
strong corps of fellowworkers. Every man 
is familiar with the duties belongine to 
his desk, and the business of this depart- 
ment was never transacted in a more  em- 
cient and praise-worthy manner.
